Take the matter of solids, of which a 
sows milk contains 18.5 Tests at dif- 
ferent levels prove that the higher the 
level of solids—the more of the powder 
per gallon of water—the greater the growth 
rate. However, at higher levels the pigs 
require more pounds of milk to make a 
pound of gain. A level of 15% solids 


seems to give best growth at least cost. 


From the standpoint of fats, the research- 
ers have found that pigs require only about 
l is much as appears in the sow’s own 

milk to do well. In addition, at lower fat 
levels the pigs ate relatively more starter 
and more milk. Better gains resulted 
when both the fats and solids were 
reduced, and there was marked increase 
in rate of growth as milk consumption de- 
creased and dry feed eaten increased 

Different levels of antibiotics have also 
been tested. About 50 grams (2 ounces) 
per ton dry basis seems to be a desirable 
level. Single antibiotics appear just as 
effective as combinations. 16 vitamins and 
11 minerals are added to the milk, includ- 
ing 8 trace minerals 

One of the features of synthetic milks 
is that it is properly fortified with tron, 
solving the anemia problem in baby pigs. 
Another is that antibiotics and essential 
vitamins can be added at the proper levels, 
which aids in preventing certain kinds of 
scours. These features, and the fact that 
adequate feed is always available for every 
pig means fewer runts and less death loss. 

Good as these synthetic milk features 
are, the average manager with ordinary 
equipment may be better off sticking to 
sows. The old sow can relieve the hogman 
of many nursemaid duties and cover up 
for a lot of managerial sins. Careful and 
thorough attention to management details 
are required to raise pigs on synthetic milk, 

What synthetic milks may mean to the 
swine industry in the next 3, 5 or 10 years 
is anybody's guess. The facts seem to point 
to the probability that pigs can be raised 
more cheaply on the synthetic, with the 
sow being relegated to the job of bearing 
young. This would mean more rapid pro- 
gress in swine breeding and would permit 
the production of females chat will farrow 
large litters’ of good-sized pigs at birth, 
without regard to their ability to suckle. 

Ir will also mean less investment in 
equipment per market hog produced. The 
ordinary farrowing pen designed to handle 
a sow and litter will accommodate two lit- 
ters on synthetic milk, as only 3 to 4 sq. 
ft. of floor space is needed per pig for the 
first 4 to 5 weeks. The portable farrowing 
house would be eliminated, larger portable 
shelters to handle larger numbers of pigs 
of the same age could be used with less 
crowding and more healthful conditions. 

Of course farrowing and nursing quarters 
will need to be better than ts now common-
